ELECTRIC DISPLAY AT FIRE. 


"Firemen Driven from Bridge Over the 
Gowanus Canal—Nelson Brothers’ 
Coal Pockets Burned. 


Battling with a big blaze on the bank of 
Gowanus Canal, Brooklyn, last night, the 
| firemen were driven back by the suddén 
breaking loose of a great volume of elec- 
tricity supplying a motor used for operat- 
ing a drawbridge across the canal. This 
Was a spectacular feature of the fire, in 
which half a dozen firemen were partially 
overcome by smoke and which caused about 
$35,000 damage to property. destroying the 
big coal pockets of Nelson Brothers, at 
Hamilten Avenue and the canal. 

The blaze started in a small frame struct- 
ure, adjoining the coal pockets and occupied 
as an office by the Gowanus Towing Com- 
pany. The fire was caused by some one 
carelessly dropping a lighted’tmatch near 
a barrel of lubricating oil. The blaze had 
gained great headway when discovered and 
had spread to the Nelson coal pockets. 
These wooden structures had a frontage of 
100 feet on’ the canal and extended back 
about 250 feet on Hamilton Avenue. When 
the firemen who responded to the first call 
arrived the coal pockets wé@re all ablaze, 
and two additional alarms were turned in.

a public statue, did as much for Brook- 
lyn by securing a tract of which the su- 
periority for park purposes in~ natural 
advantages over .the great pleasure 
ground of Manhattan was very marked. 
Only twenty years ago was the commis- 
sion appointed to “select and lo¢ate” 
lands suitable for public parks in the 
newly “annexed district,” the Twenty- 
third and Twenty-fourth Wards, which 
under consolidation have ‘become the 
Borough of the Bronx. 

All these undertakings and the man- 
ner in which all of them have been car-~- 
ried out have been abundantly vindicated 
by time, In each instance {} happens 
that the foresight of future needs did 
not long precede the needs themselves, 
insomuch that a delay of a few years in 
the case of any of the great pleasure 
grounds would have made the actual 
work of parkmaking.a work of destruc- 
tion as well as of constructién, and 
would very greatly have increased the 
cost of the work. But it may be safely 
assumed that there is not a taxpayer in 
the greater city who now regrets his 
share of the cost of the parks, and who 
will not admit that his assessments have 
been laid for benefits received. That is 
quite as conspicuously true of ‘Riverside 
and Morningside, strips which were wise- 
ly saved from common uses and devoted 
to the use and pleasure of the public, as 
of the more ample and pretentious parks. 
Already the taxpayers of the Bronx are 
getting more than the worth of their 
money in the attractiveness which the 
parks laid out in 1883 lend te the bor- 
ough. The city is swiftly growing up to 
the reservations. Very much of this de- 
velopment is due to the public-spirited 
promoters of the Botanical Gardens and 
of the Zoological Society. It has been 
abundantly made plain that public parks 
pay, upon the narrowest and most prac- 
tical view of remuneration. It is becom- 
ing plain that the same result will fol- 
low the opening, although it was under- 
taken primarily as matter of moral as 
well as of physical hygiene, of the small 
parks which are the “lungs” of the 
most crowded districts: of Manhattan. 
These of course have been proportionally 
much more costly to create. than the 
larger parks, since they were undertaken 
not in advance, but a long way in arrear 
of the needs they were to satisfy. It was 
a public duty te provide them, even 
though they should not directly make 
any pecuniary return upon their cost; 
but they are proving to be excellent mu- 
nicipal investments. It is gratifying to 
observe that the lessons of the past have 


not been throwh away upon the present 


Commissioners. The Borough of Rich- 
mond is joined, for administtetive pur- 
poses, with Manhattan. The whole of 
Staten Island might almost be said to 
have been designed by nature as a sub- 
urban perk for New. York, Yet there 
are now no parks there excepting two 
parcels, of some three acres in all, of 
what might more justly have been de- 
scribed as waste land, until Mr. Winicox 
put them and kept them in order, ‘While 
the Park Department has no function in 
respect to parks until the land is at least 
acquired, the Commissioner makes it evi- 
dent that any movement on’ the pert of 
the Staten Islanders to the wis- 
dom of the inhabitants of 
Brooklyn, and the Bronx will have the 
cordial sympathy of the ‘department.

A correspondent of The London Times 
from Neweastie-upon-Tyne, signing him- 
self “An Honest Labourer,” declares 
that the real obstacle In England to ade- 
quate competition with other countries is 
the fact that the cost of production in 
many of the great industries is greater 
in England than is the cost of production 
im the same industries abroad. He says: 

Why its this the case? There are at least 
three causes. First, the cost of living is 
more for workingmen here than it is 
abroad. Sedondly, foreignegs work more 
days a year more hours a’day than we 
do. Thirdly, ‘the English workingman’s 
werking hours are too often more nominal 
than real. So long as these three causes 
remain unremedied it is idle to hope to be 
able to hold our own with foréign trade. 

This ig,a point to which we have fre- 
quently called attention, because it is 
easy to see that there is a like tendency 
in our own country, and in the long run 
it will have the same result. We.do not, 
of course, make the mistake of supposing 
that the operation of trades union nieth- 
ods is the only factor in the relative 
capacity for competition either here or in 
other lands. It is but one of many, but 
it is important, and, other things being 
approximately equal, it will determine 
which country shall have the advantage.

Development of the Drama,” (Scribners, 
$1.25,) to treat that subject from the first 
crude mimetic efforts of primitive man te 
the plays of Ibsen and Rostand. That he 
does not do this with any real success is 
obvious in the nature of the case. 
he does, however, is of far greater orig- 
inality and import. It has been the fate of 
the drama to be written about from the 
merely literary point of view. Prof. Mat- 
thews, with his practical experience as a 
playwright, and his lfelong interest in the 
stage as a stage, realizes as few critics 
have ever realized that the prime élement 
of the drama is not language, but the 
nature and capabilities of the theatre con- 
sidered as an instrument for producing 
dramatic effect, the abilities of the actors 
and the varying conventions in which they 
work, and last but not least the changing 
prejudices, the intelligence, and the size of 
the audience. When plays have been writ- 
ten without a skilled mastery of the con- 
temporary theatre—as in the case of the 
“Samson Agonistes” of Milton, most of 
the plays of Goethe, Shélicy, @yron, Brown- 
ing, Tennyson, and Swinburne—they have 
been poor dramas, however ably written as 
poetry. And, conVérsely, in the plays of 
all the great masters—Sophocies, Shakes- 
peare, Moiliéré—the literary effect bas not 
only been in harmony with the conditions 
of the playhouse, but in @ very real sense 
has been derived from these conditions. 
What are the essential conditions of the 
acting drama? Aristotle defines tragedy as 
“ the imitation of an action,” and whatever 
he meant by the phrase the essence of 
drama is something that is primarily to be 
seen. “It is perhaps going a little too far
